Flows Into Railroad Offices. 

But other establishments seem to have 
felt the gold wave sooner than the mer- 
chants. At the general ticket office of the 
Chicago, Burlington and Quincy railroad 
$200 in gold was received on Wednesday 
and $100 yesterday, whereas not $100 had 
been taken in for a month before the elec- 
tion. At the Lake Shore ticket offices $400 
was received yesterday, against $25 on the 
day’ before, since the Chicago convention. 
At the Northwestern ticket officés $150 was 


received, whereas not a dollar had been 


taken in for the three months preceding. 

At the Palmer House Manager Howe said 
that up to three months ago his cashier 
generally took in $300 a day in gold. But 
since that time none had been reeeived until 
Wednesday, when $140 was taken in, fol- 
lowed by $90 yesterday. The Permaneat 
Building Association took in $800 in gold yes- 
terday, this being the first since the Chi- 
cago convention. 

It seems, however, that the circulation of 
gold begins with the establishments that 
handle large sums of it. At the Subtreasury 
yesterday Acting Assistant Treasurer Pratt 
said he had paid out on the day before the 
election, on Treasury notes, $90,000, and on 
the day after the election only $5,000. Yes- 
terday he paid out only $1,100 and took ir 
the. same amount from persons who wanted 
notes for it. | 

Gold Back to the Banks. 

A covered express wagon drove up on 
Wednesday morning to one of the banks; 
four policemen, armed to the teeth, and 
some porters got out, and the porters began 
carrying sacks of something heavy into the 
bank, the police walking by their side. When 
they finished they had carried in fifty fifteen- 
pound sacks, and every.one of them was 
stuffed with gold. : 

This money was a $250,000 deposit of gold 
coin which had been accumulated and 
hoarded after the Chicago convention met 
with a view of making a handsome fortune 
out of it if Bryan was elected.

The Union National, 
which had received no gold or Treasury notes 
on deposit before the election, received the 
usual amount of them on Wednesday and 
yesterday. It was ready to pay gold to any- 
body who preferred it, but there was no de- 
mand for it. The Northwestern National 
had received several thousand dollars of gold 
on deposit, but had no demand for it. The 
Commercial National had the same experi- 
ence to report. At the Chicago National sev- 
eral deposits of gold had been received since

Blake ran to ner husband’s side, and dis- 
covered him c.utching the edge of the side- 
board in an effort to steady himself. With- 
out saying a word in explanation of the 
shooting be staggered into an adjoining 


room and fell, upon his bed. 


Mrs. Blake's cries for help were soon 
answered, and medical assistance was sum- 
moned. 

Upon examination it was ascertained that 
the bullet had entered the breast just above 
the heart, but it was impossible to learn 
whether it had passed near the heart or had 
glanced around toward the back. 


Mystery Is Unsolved. 


No one can explain how or why Mr. Blake 
shot himseif, and he did not recover con- 
scidusness after the shodtfng long enough 
to explain. 

His friends will not admit that he en- 
deavored to take his life, tlaiming that he 
nad no reason to feel discontented, and that 
he was a man of cheerful disposition. They 
say that the shooting was doubtless an 
accitent and that the revolver was dis- 
charged as Mr. Blake was removing his 
overcoat. : 

Whether or not this is true, the revolver 
was found in one of the pockets of his coat, 
but not in that near the place where the bul- 
let entered his chest. a 


Rallies Towürd Midnight. | . 
Toward midnight Mr. Blake's conditſon 


was slightly improved. His attending phys- 
iclans expressed confidence that he would 
live through the night and that he might 
even recover. 0 

Among other friends who went to his 
bedside was T. B. Jeffery of the firm of 
Gormully & Jeffery. 

„Mr. Blake,” he said, “ has been a trusted 
manager of the Illinois branch of our busi- 
nesm for seven years. I can see no reason 
why he should take his life, and I am dis- 
posed: to believe the shooting was accidental. 
Perhaps it was done as he was taking his 
pistol from his pocket. It is not an unusual 
thing for a man to carry arms nowadays. 

“ But I can’t speak positively on this sub- 
ject, for I know nothing except what has 
been told me. However, we have implicit 
faith in Mr. Blake and, for my part, I can- 
not believe he attempted suicide.”

Would Abolish Conventions and Tax 
| Corporations More Heavily... 
Detroit, Mich., Nov. 5.—[{Special.-—-Mayor 


Pingree, whose plurality for Governor has

The above list is the concensus of opinion 
among politicians as to what President Me- 
Kinley's Cabinet will be.

That a Cabinet office will come out of Ohio 
is the opinion on all sides, and the talk among 
Chicago politicians is that President Mc- 
Kinley’s choice will be Senator Sherman, 
and for head of the Cabinet at that. There 
has been a great deal of talk about Mark 
Hanna, but he has said often he was not en- 
pecting anything himself, although he would 
probably be well enough placed to be elected 
to the vacant United States Senatorship in 
‘case Sherman went into the Cabinet. 

The main question as to the selection of 
Mr. Sherman for the place indicated hinges, 
according to gossip, on his age, and there is 
some talk of President McKinley selecting 
Thomas Brackett Reed for the place. Mr. 
Reed, however, 
tented with the place of Speaker of the next 
House, to which, it is expected, he will be 
elected by a unanimous vote, and this clears 
the atmosphere considerably. 


Talk of Dr. Depew. 


Some speculation has been had, based on 
the proposition that Chauncey M. Depew 
would accept the Secretaryship of State. 
The trouble, however, seems to be in fitting 
New Yorkrout with anything. The Platt 
and anti-Platt fight has developed such 
proportions that the partisans of either side 
are more interested in seeing that the other 
side gets nothing than that it secures any- 
thing for itself. Warner Miller, who claimed 
to be an original McKinley man, swears 
he will move the planets if Platt is recog- 
nized. While Mr. Platt threatens.to over- 
turn the State if the Miller people get any- 
thing. Between the two stools the politi- 
clans fear Mr. Depew may fall down. Al- 
though he has succeeded fairly well thus 
far in steering a middie course among the 
contending factions. 

William B. Allison of Iowa is talked of at 
local headquarters as a candidate for the 
Secretaryship of the Treasury. He ig 
known to be a friend of Maj. McKinley, al- 
‘though he was an opposing candidate for 
the nomination at St. Louis. 

Redfield Proctor of Vermont is discussed 
and pointed out as the man who may repre- 
sent New England in the Cabinet, Thomas 
B. Reed being recognized as not in the race. 
It is known that Senator Chandler would 
like to have the War portfolio, but there is 
local talk that Michigan may be represented 
in the Cabinet in the person of Russell A. 
Alger. Gen. Alger would, of course, be 
Secretary of War or nothing, and so the 
natural arrangement made by Chica 
slatemakers is to put Senator Proctor at the 
head of the Navy Department, and reserve 
the War portfolio for the Wolverine soldier. 

Interior and Agriculture. 


It has been the custom to send the Interior 
portfolio West ever since Kirkwood of Iowa 
was made the first Secretary of. that de- 
partment, and accordingly Senator Mander- 
son of Nebraska was set down as a possible 
nominee for that position. Ex-Gov. Hoard 
of Wisconsin is mentioned as a candi- 
date for Secretary of ‘Agriculture, be- 
ing a farmer himself, but it is under- 
stood there is some opposition to him in his 
own State, Henry C. Payne leading it. 

The Attorney-Generalship was a matter of 
considerable dispute at local headquarters. 
William J. Calhoun of Vermilion County, 
III., who led the McKinley forces in the 
Springfield fight and who is a personal friend 
of the next President, was spoken of for the 
position.

DEMAND FOR TOOLS AND MACHINERY 


Sure Signs of Business Revival Seen in 
New York. 


New York, Nov. 5.—[Special.]—True to the 
predictions of level-headed business-men in 
all parts of the country, trade is improving. 
Within forty-eight hours of sound money's 
triumph the arguments of its advocates 
have been indorsed by a general awakening 
of trade. 

Particularly marked was the improvement 
in the trades which Supply machinery and 
tools for manufacturing. All the leading 
houses, for months almost entirely depend- 
ent upon the European demand, received 
large domestic orders. Another conspicu- 
ously hopeful feature in these trades were 
the many requests for estimates on the cost 
of factory machinery. These came from 
new companies about to embark in various 
manufacturing enterprises, but organized 
contingently upon the triumph of sound 
money. 

AS a result of this immediate activity 
more men are being employed, and in many 
cases Wages are being raised. Sweetser, Pem- 
brook & Co., one of the largest wholesale 
dry goods houses in the city, have added 10 
per cent to the wages of each of their several 
hundred emplhoyés. 2 

Even more significant of the return of 
prosperity with the triumph of Republican 
sound money principles, is the altered condi- 
tion of things at the savings banks. July 11, 
the day after Bryan was nominated at Chi- 
eago on a platform of repudiation, the drain 
began on the savings banks of the country. 
It ended Nov. 3, the day Bryan was defeated. 
When it started there were deposited in sav- 
ings banks nearly two billions of dollars, 
representing chiefly the earnings of laboring 
men. How much that amount has been 
depleted throughout the Nation it is impos- 
sible yet to tell. The 127 savings banks of 
this State lost about $40,000,000 in the four 
months, according to the calculation of one 
official. While the loss of deposits continued 
practically every day of the campaign, and 
was heaviest on the very eve of election, it 
stopped then. 

There was something like a run on several 
savings banks yesterday and today, but it 
was a run to deposit, not to withdraw funds. 
One thing was noticed and commented on by 
bank officials: gold was being paid. This 
meant that the period of hoarding was 
over. ; 

In the two days since election there have 
been added to the deposits of the savings 
banks by the people of the Empire State 
very nearly $2,000.000. The Emigrant Sav- 
ings Bank lost $25,000 the day before elec- 
tion, and gained $20,000 the day after elec- 
¥Yion. The conditions are exactly reversed. 


RACINE FACTORIES RESUME WORK. 


Result of Election Starts the Hum of 
Industry There. 

Racine, Wis., Nov. 5.— [Special. In this 
city, which is a manufacturing town, the 
best of feeling prevails among the business- 
men and manufacturers over the outcome of 
the election, and steps will be at once taken 
to resume operations in all of the big facto- 
ries. 

H. M. Wallis, manager of the J. I. Case 
plow works, said today that his plant would 
resume jin two weeks. They will put on 
néarly a full force of hands and will run ten 
hours a day. The J. I. Case Thrashing Ma- 
chine company has delayed purchasing 
stock, but now they are making contracts as 
rapidly as possible. The plant will resume 
about Dec. 10 with a full force of hands.

Des Moines, Ia., Nov. 5.~{Special.}—The 
Republicans of Iowa claim they have a right 
to the biggest leaf of the palm when Tues- 
day’s victory is celebrated, and they make 
the assertion that in proportion to pepula- 
tion Iowa has given the largest plurality 
for McKinley of any State in the Union, and,

The full returns have been received from 
all the counties of the State and they show 
that Iowa gave McKinley 67,682 more votes 
thanit gave Bryan.

MUCH GOLD OFFERED AT TREASURY. 


Will Be Received Only by Weight and 
Express Charges Must Be Paid. 
Washington, D. C., Nov. 5.—Information 
received at the Treasury Department shows 
that large amounts of gold are being offered 
at the several Subtreasuries in exchange for 


currency, the stipulation being made as to 
legal tenders. 


One million in gold was offered at Boston, 
and the Subtreasurer telegraphed the Sec- 
retary for instructions, stating that the cur- 
rent work of the office was somewhat be- 
hind, owing to the late flurry, and further 
that the payment of that amount of cur- 
rency would leave the Subtreasury there in- 
conveniently short. Instructions were re- 
turned authorizing the acceptance of half 
of the amount offered. 

At New York the Subtreasurer gave notice 
that he would not receive gold today in ex- 
change for currency. There are about 
$6,400,000 in assay office checks outstand- 
ing, which are now being deposited for cur- 
rency, and all of these will be received. 

The demand for currency and especially 
small bills in anticipation of a revival of 
business is exceptionally heavy, and it is ex- 
pected that several days will elapse before 
the officials will be in a position to meet al! 
demands. The Treasury officials anticipate 
no further withdrawals of gold for export, 
and regard the financial situation as greatly 
improved. 

United States Treasurer Morgan today sent 
the following letter to all Assistant Treas- 
urers of the United States: 

‘** Referring to the instructions communi- 
cated to you by my letter of Nov. 23, 1895, 
authorizing you to receive gold coin in ex- 
change for paper currency, I have to say that 
the department desires to be informed in ad- 
vance of any large transactions in order that 
steps may be taken to accommodate the de- 
positors if the stock of notes and silver 
certificates available in. the cash of this 
office will admit of the exchange being made. 
The payment.of express charges by the gov- 
ernment on remittance of gold to the offices 
of the Treasury and on the currency re- 
turned therefor will be discontinued. Gold 
coin below the least current weight will be 
received, as heretofore, in exchange for 
paner currency under the regulations now in 
orce,”’ 

The short-weight coin of course will b 
received only on its ascertained weight. 


GOLD AS A DRUG ON THE MARKET. 


New-Yorkers Having Trouble in Dis- 
posing of Hoards. 

New York, Nov. 5.—[Spectal. Now that 
the gold standard has been established one 
may pause to pity the troubles of the poor 
man who has too much gold. The men who 
have the yellow metal to dispose of are 
those who secured all the gold they could ob- 
tain, fearing the worst from the election or 
hoping they would find a ready market for it 
at a handsome gain when the result was 
known. Now they find gold a drug on the 
market, and they are out of pocket the 
premium they paid. The bankers who sold 
it don’t want it, and at the Subtreasury 
they cannot get rid of it. 

Scores of men with bags of gold have 
lined up at the receiving teller’s window in 
the Subtreasury, only to hear they could rot 
unload their gold there. The clerks were 
too busy to waste time in making the ex- 
change. The government gives gold for 
legal tender when asked, but there is no 
obligation upon it to exchange curreney for

Said to Be Hopelessly Insane on the 
Subject of Diet. 

New York, Nov. 5.—[Special.}—Prof. Don- 
ald C. Dowd, an instructor in physical cult- 
ure, has become hopelessly insane on the 
subject of diet, and the treatment he has 
given himself would kill two ordinary men.

Oil and Sugar Trusts. 

New York, Nov. 5.—I[Speclal.I— The liqul- 
Gating trustees of the Standard Oil trust 
met today and declared the regular quarter- 
ly dividend of $3 per share and $2 per share 
additional, payable on Dec. 15. This pay- 
ment was not only on the outstanding trust 
certificates but a proportionate amount was 
declared on the corporate stocks represent- 
ed by the certificates which had been re- 
tired in the process of liquidating the trust. 

The total original issue of Standard Oll 
trust certificates was $97,250,000. During 
the fiscal year just closing there has been 31 
per cent in dividends declared, making a 
total distribution of earnings amounting to 
$30,149,500. During the same period the 
American Sugar Refining company, known 
as the sugar trust, has paid $7,023,920 in divi- 
dends. In addition to these paymeats of 
earnings to stockholders the trust is said to 
have a surplus in raw sugar, bills receivable, 
and cash amounting to about $30,000,000,

GEN. LEE IN WASHINGTON 


DECLARES CLEVELAND DID NOT 
« CALL HIM HOME, 
~ os 


Consul-General Arrives from Cuba Via 
New York—Talks of the Insurrec- 
tion and Its Effect on the Island— 
Silent When Asked Which Side Will 
Finally Conquer—Reports of Press 
Censorship Are Correct—He Is Be- 
sieged by Newspaper Men. 


Washington, D. C., Nov. 5.—Gen, Fitz- 
hugh Lee, the Consul-General to Havana, 
who arrived in New York today, reached 
Washington this afternoon and is’ stoppihg 
at the Shoreham Hotel. As soon as his 
presence became known he was besieged by 
friends and by newspaper reporters. To 
many of the questions put to him he main- 
tained a diplomatic silence or evaded them 
by calling attention to the impropriety of 
discussing the affairs of the island in the 
newspapers before reporting them to his 
superiors. ö 

Gen. Lee will remain in Washington poss!- 
bly for several days and then will proceed to 
his home in Virginia, which he has not 
visited since assuming the duties of his 
office. While he did not say so explicitly, it 
is evident that during the time spent here 
he will call on the esident and acquaint 


him with the result of his observation of the 
affairs in Cuba. 


Not Called In by Cleveland. 

In reply to a direct question he said he 
had not been eabled here by the President 
for the discussion of the situation there. 
When asked whether the insurgents or the 
Spaniards held the advantage in the war, 
Gen. Lee shielded himself by having re- 
course to what he said was a term the Mex- 
leans used when questions were put to them 
which they did not wish to answer—viz.: 
“Quien sabe, which, translated, means 
Who kpows * 

First reports are heard of success on the 
one side and then on the other. The war 
has been in progress since February, 1898, 
he continued, and there are no prospects 
of its speedy determination.“ 

The Consul-General testified to the bane- 
ful effects of the strife which is now deso- 
lating the island. Business,“ he said, “is 
paralyzed and the island is being gradually 
ruined. What one side leaves the other de- 
stroys, as in all civil wars. There is a sys- 
tematic destruction of the vast sugar es- 
tates.“ 

Strict Press Censorship. 

Gen. Lee confirms the report of the press 
censorship which prevails in the island and 
says nothing can be sent by telegraph which 
is not first subjected to the scrutiny ot the 
officials. A similar censorship exists re- 
specting the Havana newspapers, and what 
is blue penciled ’”’ has to be left out of the 
papers. 2 

Gen. Lee reiterates the statements he made 
in New York concerning the fair treatment 
which had been accorded him by the officials 
of the island and says he has no cause for, 
complaint. There are many naturaliged 
American-citizens on the island and their in- 


terests are looked after as well as can be.’ | 


Many complaints of crueltyi and of damage 
to property are received and are investigated 
as promptly as possible. 


{ACEO MOVES TO THE PLAIN COUNTRY 


Insurgent Leader Is Planning to Pass 
the Trocha. : 

Key West, Fla., Nov. 5.—Advices from 
Suba give plainer descriptions of the move- 
ments of the insurgents than can be sent by 
cable from the island. 

Antonio Maceo has moved to the plain 
country; that is to say, to the south coast 
of Pinar del Rio, with the intention of mak- 
ing an attempt to pass the trocha, protected 
in the meantime as he hopes by insurgents 
at the rear of the trocha. He is at present 
supposed to be at Carojal, in the direction 
of the swamp of Majala. If he does not ac- 
cept a battle he will be obliged to go further 
towards Dayanigucts or advance by Pueblo 
Nuevo, takirig the road by Cayajabos, and 
thus get La Gloria to La Sierra. 

It is thought probable that it will be diffi- 
cult for him to pass by the south coast to 
the western portion of Pinar del Rio, be- 
cause Gen. Weyler has stationed 2,000 cav- 
alry to prevent that movement near Can- 
delaria. ra 


Occupying Strategic Position. 

Captain-General Weyler’s columns are forti- 
fying the strategic positions taken from the 
insurgents in the mountains of Pinar del Rio 
so as to form a strong base of operations. 
When once those are finished Gen. Weyler 
calculates that he will be able to dispose of 
10,000 more men in the pursuit of Maceo, and 
it is the general opinion that he will be able 
to give him a decisive blow. 

The insurgents have dynamited the culvert 
of the railroad at San Crisobal, in the Prov- 
ince of Pinar del Rio, detaining a passenger 
train until the next day. 

The military Governor of Cabasar, Ha- 
vana Province, learned that the insurgents 
were in the habit of passing daily across the 
River Almendares. He prepared an ambus- 
cade, as the result of which one insurgent 
was killed and the well-known leader, La 
Fourcade, was wounded in the leg. 

Insurgents Burn Farmhouses. 

The splendid farmhouse of San Miguel, 
near Guayaraba Malano, have been burned 
by the insurgents. They also attacked the 
Village of Macagua, plundered the stores 
and burned the greater part of the houses. 
The troops on the ground made a stubborn 


defense, but were unable to drive out the in-¢ 


surgents before they burned the town. The 
fort only dominated a small part of the vil- 
lage. The insurgents left three of their 
killed in the street when they made their re- 
treat. The numerous families left homeless 
took refuge on the plantation of Dulse Nom- 
bre. 

The insurgent leader, Aguirre, and, it is 
supposed, some others are active in the 
neighborhood of Guana Bases, just across 
the bay from Havana, and have made Sev- 
eral feints to attack that village, with the in- 
tention of creating a sensational diversion. 
But the government has several columns in 
pursuit of them. 


SPANISH VIOTORY IS REPORTED. 


Minister at Washington Informed ofa 
Rebel Defdat in the Philippines. 

Washington, D. C., Nov. 5.—The Minister 
of State at Madrid, the Duke of Teutuan, 
has sent the following cablegram to the 
Spanish Minister in Washington: | 

Madrid. Nov. 1.—In Batagas and vicinity 
in the Philippines quiet has been restored 
and business has commenced. 

‘“Canadosa and Canaman were attacked 
by the rebels. The enemy was driven back 
with heavy loss.”

Someilian’s Representatives Receive 
Finding of the Public Prosecution. 
Havana, Nov. 5.—The legal representa- 

tives of Louis Someillan, the American citi- 

zen who has been imprisoned for a long time 
past on the charge of conspiring agains 
the Spanish Government, and who after 
much delay was accorded a civil trial, have 
received the conclusions arrived at by the 
public prosecutor, who charges the prisoner 
with rebellion and asks that the sentence of 
imprisonment for life be imposed upon him. 
‘The-Russians who have been serving with 
the insurgents and who recently surren- 
dered have been expelled from Cuba and 
will sail today on the steamer Yumuri.

It is added 
that the town has been bombarded. by the 
insurgents, who have three field pieces, In 
addition Fort Reus, one of the fortifications 
öt Guaimara, which was commanded by a 
Sergeant, was captured by the insurgents 
and subsequently recaptured by a Captain 
and twenty Spanish soldiers.

The authorities, however, will not admit 
this, saying that the garrisons are still hold- 
ing out, and adding that Gen. Jimenez, the 
Spanish commander at Puerto Principe, has 
left that city witlf a large force of troops 
for Guaimara. 

If the capture of Guaimara by the insur- 
gents turns out to be true it means that 
they have captured their first interior town

STRANGE SUICIDE AT JACKSONYILLE. 


Miss Finnegun of Spencer, Mass., 
Spends Weeks in Preparing to 
Kill Herself. 


Jacksonville, Fla., Nov. 5.—Neatly dressed 
for her funeral, a young woman lay on her 
bed at the Carlton Hotel last night, and 
after carefully arranging the bed clothing, 
placed a revolver to her head and shot her- 
self. Her name was Miss Fannie Viola Fin- 
negan of Spencer, Mass. 

The self-murder had been premeditated 
for some time, as several weeks ago she had 
bought a lot at the cemetery, selected a 
coffin, and made arrangements with the 
undertaker to bury an imaginary friend. 
She left two long letters, one addressed to 
the proprietor of the hotel, and the other to 
the undertaker. 

In her letter to the undertaker she stated 
that she wished to be:buried as she was 
dressed, in a neat shirt watst, though stained 
by blood, and a dark skirt. She particularly 
requested that the pistol with which she 
had killed herself be buried with her, clasped 
in her right hand; also that none of her 
rings should be removed. 

Her requests were complied with, and she 
was laid it the grave today, Her pistol 
‘elasped in a hand folded over the blood- 
stained shirt waist. No mourners followed 
the hearse, and only a short prayer was ut- 
tered as the body was consigned to the grave. 
No reason can be assigned for the act.

ESTATE WORTH $650,000. 
Illinois Trust and Savings Bank Ap- 
pears as the Executor—Is to Turn 
the Property Over to the General’s 
Daughter When She Reaches the 
Age of Thirty Years—Bequests to 
Other Relatives—Division of Realty 
and Personalty. 


The will of Gen. Joseph T. Torrence was 
filed in the Probate Court yesterday. The 
estate is estimated to be worth $650,000. 

All the property except some minor be- 
quests, is to go to Gen. Torrence’s daughter, 
Jessie Norton Torrence Magoun, when she 
has reached the age of 30 years. The estate 
includes $400,000 in personal property, 
stocks, acourts, bills receivable, horses 
and carriages, and a steam yacht. There 
is $250,000 worth of real estate. 

The petition for letters testamentary was 
brought in by the Illinois Trust and Savings 
Bank, executor. 

The will was executed on Feb. 17, 1896. 
It provides that to Frank Torrence, a 
brother of the testator, whose home is at 
Bement, III., $1,000 is to be paid. Mrs. James 
H. Torrence, the widow of a brother, is to 
receive a like amount. Two sisters, Ellza- 
beth Gulleford, the wife of William Gulle- 
ford ef Millmine Station, III., and Eliza 
Gulleford, wife of Charles Gulleford of War- 
ren, O., are given $1,000 each. David Tor- 
rence, a nephew, who lives at Latham, III., 
is to. receive $250. a 

The executor is directed to hold the estate 
in trust until the daughter has reached the 
age of 30 years, and in the meantime she is to 
be paid such sums as she requires and at 
such times as she desires, but the amount of 
the income of the estate which she is to re- 
ceive is not to exceed $40,000 in a year. In 
case she dies before she is 30 the estate is to 
be divided among her children, and if she 
leaves no heirs then the estate is to go to the 
brothers and sisters of the testator. 

In the petition filed by the bank ag executor 
the heirs are said to be David Torrence, a 
nephew, and Mrs. Magoun. 


JOHN HAMILTON INMAN PASSES AWAY.

THE RETURN OF PROSPERITY. 

The hoarded gold is beginning to flow out 
of its hiding places into the banks and the 
Government Treasury. The banks pay 
out gold freely, for the danger which made 
them hold on to it has been averted. The 
gold premium has disappeared. 

The manufacturers have now begun filling 
the orders which were given them condi- 
tioned on the election of McKinley. The 
mills which were closed are reopening, and 
employment is offered men who have long 
been out of work. 

The Pittsburg dispatches tell of iron mills 
and glass works that are resuming opera- 
tions. The rolling mill at Joliet is to be re- 
opened. Factories at St. Paul and other 
places are to start up to fill orders which 
they would not have had but for the sound 
money yictory. 

Prior to the election Chairman Jones 
ealled on .employés to ask employers to 
pledge themselves that wages would not be 
reduced if McKinley was elected. The 
Pennsylvania road has just added 10 per 
cent to the wages of the shop employés at 
Pittsburg, and offers them work all the 
time instead of part of the time. Nowhere 
have employés been asked to work for less 
than they have been receiving. 

From all the commercial and industrial 
cities comes the glad news of a revival of 
business. The commercial travelers, who 
have had nothing to do for months, are 
starting out on the road; wholesale houses 
are filling the conditional orders they re- 
ceived. 

Railroads are preparing to buy cars and 
rails. Merchants are preparing to replenish 
their stocks of goods. Architects are ar- 
ranging for the letting of contracts for 
great buildings. If it were May instead of 
November there would be abundant em- 
ployment for the men who work in the build- 
ing trades in this and other cities. 

There is jubilation on the Stock Exchange 
as well as among merchants and manu- 
facturers. The price of American securi- 
ties is advancing abroad andathome. The 
fears of Europe as to the financial honesty 
of this country have been dispelled, and the 
foreign capital which lias been leaving the 
United Statés during’ the last two years is 
going to flow back again. 

Capital has been reassured and conse- 
quently money will be cheap. There will 
not be the cheap 50-cent dollars Bryan de- 
manded, but money will be cheap. The 
rates of interest will be low and all legiti- 
mate borrowers can be accommodated. 
The banks are increasing their loans. 

Prices are beginring to advance, although 
the Bryanites have been declaring that the 
preservation of the gold standard would 
make an advance. impossible. Eastern 
manufacturers. have sent out word that 
their customers will have to pay more for 
staple goods. Pig iron is going up and all 
iron products will follow suit. 

There is g stir and bustle throughout the 
land, except Pathaps in the silver mining 
camp. There is a feeling of intense relief at 
the thought that the long industrial paraly- 
sis is at an end. Spring has succeeded win- 
ter in the business world. The signs of the 
return of contidence are visible everywhere. 

In the midst of this general rejoicing over 
the revival of industry one disappointed, 
vindictive, malignant man raises his strident 
voice and endeavors to chill the happiness 
of others. The voice is that of Altgeld. 
He announces that 


No doubt there will be a spurt of activity built 
on false hopes, but as the forces which have pro- 
duced the present distress will go right on, as the 
dear dollar must in the end destroy enterprise, no 
permanent relief can be expected of this adminis- 
tration. 


This wretched croaker cannot help seeing 
the renewed activity of the country and the 
thrill of new life which animates it. He 
cannot deny what all men see, but,he en- 
deavors to cast u cloud over their happiness 
by his declaration that the improvement will 
be only temporary. 

The business-men of the country will pay 
no attention to the doleful prophecies of 
this “ghastly, grim, and ancient raven.“ 
They are not afraid of what he calls a dear 
dollar.” They do not think it will“ destroy 
enterprise.“ The people have just voted to 
stand by that dear dollar ’’—that honest 
dollar—because they do not believe there 
can be enterprise without it. 

Altgeld may rage till he gets black in the 
face, but he cannot stay the returning tide 
of prosperity. He might as well blow 
against atornado. Time will confute every 
word qe is uttering now. A year hence the 
country will be far more prosperous than at 
present and in 1900 it will be more pros- 
perous than in 1897. 


THE PRESIDENT’S THANKSGIVING PROC- 
| LAMATION. 

President Cleveland has issued an unc- 
tuous and solemnly jubilant proclamation 
designating Nov. 26 as a day of thanks- 
giving and prayer throughout the land. 
The President, who has evidently been 
ruminating most profoundly while on his 
many recent fishing trips, displays an un- 
usually devotional spirit, bidding his coun- 
trymen not to be “ unmindful of the grati- 
tude they owe the God of nations for his 
watchful care, which has shielded them 
from disaster and pointed out to them 
the way of peace and happiness.“ He also 
warns them not “ to refuse to acknowledge 
with contrite hearts their pronencss to turn 
away from God's teachings and to follow 
with sinful pride after their own devices.“ 
And finally he would have them, through 
the mediation of him who has taught us 
how to pray, implore the forgiveness of our 
sins and a continuation of heavenly favor.” 

These pious admonitions, coupled with 
his recommendation to give thanks “ to the 


as a Nation and deliverance from every 
threatened danger,” give the clew to what 
| Was passing in the President's mind when 
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ruler of the universe for our preservation 


he penned this apparently solenin document. 
It suggests in every line the causes 

thanksgiving which should inspire the sound 
money people of the country, while with 
grim, sardonic humor he warns the free 
silver, riot, ruin, and repudiation crowd that 
they should acknowledge with contrite 
hearts their proneness to turn away from 
divine teachings and to follow their own 
sinful devices. He admonishes them to 
learn how to pray, and when they have 


‘learned to implore forgiveness for their 


sins. 

The President's recommendations are 
both timely and needed, though whether the 
stiff-necked and rebellious generation of 
Bryan, Altgeld, Tillman, Jones & Co. will 


heed these solemn words admits of some 


doubt. John Pardon Altgeld has yet to 
issue his thanksgiving proclamation, and it 
remains to be seen whether he will listen to 
the excellent advice of his friend, Mr. Cleve- 
land, or whether he will fly into tantrums 
because the President has interfered with 
his rights to have the thanksgiving monop- 
oly in Illinois. But, whatever John Pardon 
may do or may not do, the people of Illinois 
will gladly accept the proclamation of the 
President, will implore forgiveness for hav- 
ing elected John Pardon, and will lift their 
voices in clamorous thanksgiving that they 
at last are rid of him, and will joyfully 
acknowledge their gratitude that the way 
of peace and happiness was pointed out to 
them. : 

Meanwhile, every good citizen will join 
in the hope that the President will have one 
of the juiciest and tenderest turkeys in the 
land. He has every reason to be thankful, 
and no one doubts he is. 


NOT NECESSARY TO war TILL 1900. 


The Popocrat who has been lucky enough 
to capture an office takes the defeat of his 
party more philosophically than the Popo- 
erat who has failed to get one. . 

Buck Hinrichsen has secured a seat in the 
House of Representatives, and a good sal- 
ary, for two years from the 4th of March. 
Altgeld will have to go out of office next 
January. Consequently Hinrichsen is 
much more good-natured in his remarks 
about the result of the electioh than Altgeld 
is; He does not use any bad language. 

But on one point the man out of a job 
and the man who has secured a new job are 
agreed.

We will try again. This has not been a land- 
slide in the whole country, and our defeat of 
yesterday will simply start us on to victory in 
1900. William Jennings Bryan is the logical can- 
didate for 1900 for us, and he will win then. He 
today is the choice of the silver men of Illinois 
for nominee of the next national Democratic 
convention, and we will wait with patience for 
four 3 


Buck can afford ta wait with patience, for 


he is provided for for two years to come. 


He will draw his pay regularly, while most 
of the office-hunting Popocrats of Illinois 
are out in the cold. 

Whether they will be ready to try their 
luck again with free coinage and Bryan will 
be known some time before 1900. There 
are to be Congressional and State elections 
in 1898, two years hence. Then platforms 
will have to be adopted and candidates nom- 
inated on them. 

What Popocrats assert now, when smart- 
ing under recent defeat, as to what they will 
do in 1900 counts for very little. For all 
that any one can tell now the platform of 
1896 may be discarded as summarily as the 
platform of 1892 was discarded last year. 

Not until the spring and early summer of 

1898. will it be possible to have a clear idea 
of what the Democratie party will do two 
years later. Then the members of the old 
Democratic party who voted for Bryan this 
year will have to hold their State conven- 
tion and adopt a platform. 
They can put a free silver plank in it and 
can try to carry the State on that issue. If 
they do adopt such a platform they may be 
for free silver in 1900, even if they get 
whipped in 1898, as they certainly will be on 
that issue. 

If, on the other hand, they ignore the 
silver question in 1898, then there will be 


reason to believe they will not have much to 


say about free silver and Bryan two years 
later. 

The free coinage plank of the Chicago 
platform was adopted by a two-thirds vote. 
But it would have been defeated had it not 
received the votes of the Lilinois, Indiana, 
Iowa, Michigan, and Ohio delegates. Long 
before 1900 gets here it will be known 
whether those States will vote again in 
national convention for the free and un- 
limited coinage of silver at the ratie of 
16 to 1. 


THE INSUFFICIENT GOVERNMENT REVE- 
N 


The effect on the revenue of the govern- 
ment of the uncertainty as to the result of 
the election has been marked. The falling 
off has been most noticeable in the receipts 
from customs duties. Merchants have not 
been willing to order goods which might be- 
come unsalable because of a panic. That 
has applied to free raw materials as well as 
dutiable commodities. 

The total deficit since July 1 of the pres- 
ent year is $32,800,000 (nearly 33 millions). 
For the corresponding four months of 1895 
there was a deficit of $16,500,000. For 
July, August, September, and October of 
1894 the deficit was $14,300,000. 

The receipts from the tariff for last month 
were only $11,100,000. For October of 
1895 they were $15,773,000. The total 
tariff receipts for the month were a million 
and three-quarters less than they wére last 
year, those from internal revenue and mis- 
cellaneous sources having increased some- 
what. The expenses were half a million less 
than last year. ; 

But the diminished imports, which have 
caused such a deficit in revenues, have had 
their good effect. The exports have been 
heavy, and the difference in favor of this 
country has been paid in gold. Seventy 
million dollars’ worth of that precious 
metal has been shipped to the United States 
during the present fiscal year—that means 
since July 1, 96. Much of it has been 
hoarded by people who desired to insure 
themselves to Some extent against the dis- 
astrous consequences of Bryan’s election, 
It will all come out of its hiding places now 
and be put to work. 

It is reasonable to expect that there will 


soon be a marked increase in dutiable im- 


ports, and consequently in the revenues of 
the government. 

The very first question that should en- 
gage the attention of Congress at its meet- 
ing a month hence should be this increasing 
deficiency of revenue. And the wisest thing 
the Senate could do would be to pass the 
House emergency revenue bill, which it has 
not fully acted on. There will be no use in 
its attaching again its free silver at 16 to 1 
amendment. That evil absurdity has been 
condemned by a popular majority of one 
million at Tuesday’s election. The addi- 
tional revenue this little tariff bill would 
produce would stop most of the deficiency.

Altgeld needs a little instruction in Amer- 
fcan history, He wound up his yelp over 
his defeat and that of Bryan thus: 

Remember it was Jefferson who led the way 
in freeing us from British domination in 1776, 
It was again Jefferson who ‘saved free institu- 
tions in 1800. It was Jackson who freed the peo- 
ple from the clutches of the corrupt money 
power in 1832. 

The war for independence had heen going 
on a year before the Declazation was writ- 
ten by the committee of which Jefferson was 
a member, and reported to the Continental 
Congress for adoption. 

The battles of Lexington, Concord, and 
Bunker Hill had been fought, and the colo- 
nies were in a flame, George Washington 
had been appointed Commander of the 
American army, which was besieging Bos- 
ton, Independence had been proclaimed in 
every way except on paper. 

Jefferson-played his part well, but it was 
a restricted one. He never fired a shot. 
Other Virginians did, Before Jefferson 
wrote a word another Virginian—Patrick 
Henry—had spoken his warning words to 
England and electrified the colonies. 

The part which Jefferson played in the 
American revolution was not one to justify 
Altgeld's bold assertion that he led the 
way in freeing us from British domination.” 
This country is a hundred times more in- 
debted to Washington and to Franklin for 
its independence than to Jefferson. Wash- 
ington led the armies. Franklin got for 
him from France the sinews of war and also 
soldiers. # : 

Free institutions were in no danger in 
1800 at the hand of John Adams and the 
Federalists. Jefferson claimed at the time 
that he had “ saved the country.” But all 
intelligent men know better now. 

Nor did Jackson save the country from 
“the clutches of the. corrupt money power 


| in 1832.“ Perhaps he thought he did, and 


his flatterers declared that he did. As is 
well understood now, the United States 
Bank, which he upset, was not a dangerous 
institution, but a great public convenience. 
Only ignoramuses or demagogues praise 
Jackson for his war on the bank. 

But if all Altgeld asserts in his letter about 
Jefferson and Jackson were true, why drag 
them into a letter of regret that the people 
yoted against a dishonest silver dollar? 

Jefferson was in favor of a silver dollar 
the. commercial value of which was equal 
to that of a gold dollar. So was Jackson. 
If those two men were alive now they would 
be denounced by Altgeld as 200-cent dollar 
wretches, or as 32 to 1 silver dollarites. 
Altgeld would assail them almost as sav- 
agely as be does Cleveland. 

The repudiated Governor of Illinois 
should read a little American history. 
Were he to do so he would say less about 
the virtues of Jefferson and Jackson.

You have so thoroughly demonstrated your 
abllity in the present campaign we would like to 
know if you would accept an offer of twenty-five 
thousand ($25,000) dollars a year to manage a law 
department in our store. 


The offer is made in good faith. It isa 
liberal one. It will give Mr. Bryan half the 
salary Mr. McKinley will draw and he will 
have no cares of state and no pressure of 
office-holders. He can have a busy time at 
the law counter and will meet many more 
people than if he were in the White House. 
He can talk ad libitum, whereas if he had 
been President he could not have talked at 
all. His contact with the public would have 
been confined to hand-shaking. What bet- 
ter can Mr. Bryan do? He has no law 
practice in Lincoln or Omaha and is not 
likely to have cvough to live upon. What 
is there in sight for him better than the 
Siegel, Cooper & Co. proposition? His old 
position as editor of an unimportant after- 
noon paper in Omaha-would be a dreadful 
come-down. 

Mr. Bryan should furthermore take it 
into the account that Siegel, Cooper & Co,

Complete returns from the Third Con- 
gressional District establish the accuracy of 
the figures published in Tun TRIBUNE of yes- 
terday by which the result was estimated 
from the returns then in hand.

The Election Board yesterday heard evi- 
dence against a number of election judges 
and clerks charged with the violation of 
the election law. 

In the case of the officials at the Ninth Pre- 
cinct of the First Ward where it was charged 
that Hinky Dinkx Kenna, the Democratic 
challenger, had marked ballots for voters, 
the judges and clerks claimed it was done to 
facilitate business during the rush. The 
board took the cases under advisement. 

Antonia Saccane, No. 102 Indiana street, 
told the board when he went to the polling 
booth in the Sixth Precinct of the Twenty- 
third Ward he found some person had voted 
in his place and that his name had been 
checked off on the poll book. He said the 
officials refused to let him vote. 

D. Cannon, the Democratic judge, told the 


board he told Saccane he would have to see 


the Blection Board before he could vote, as 
some person had voted in his place. The 
other judges and clerks corroborated this 
statement. The charges against the judges 
and clerks were dismissed, and the chief 
clerk and attorney of the board instructed 
to make an investigation to find the man 
who voted under Saccane’s name. 

M. J. King, Republican challenger in the 
Forty-third Precinct of the Thirtieth Ward, 
charged C. J. Boyd, the Democratic udge, 
with instructing citizens in voting and elec- 
tioneering. George Holmgren, the Repub- 
lican judge, was charged with leaving the 
polls several times while the votes were 
being counted. King also stated that W. O.

When this had been done the chief prophet 
took his beard out of the curl papers in 
which it had been done up for the last four 
pon sn nom pin his beard, and uttered a sigh 
of relief. 


The thousands of prophecies that have been 
received since THE TriBuNn® first announced 
its intention of founding the Order of 
Prophets require a great share of one room 
in which to file them. Fach division of 
prophecies has been carefully separated 
from the others, and, in addition, the divis- 
lon or prophecy on each separate vote has 
been subdivided according to the size of the 
plurality predicted, | 

Each plurality forecast is filed in separate 
thousands or ten thousands, according to the 
numder of prophecies received, so the work 


of awarding the prizes will take but a few 
hours. 


Luckiest of the Prophets.

They were decidedly in the minority, 
and of these there are scarcely more than 
150 who predicted a plurality less than 
20,000.

HOG BUTCHERS GO OUT ON A STRIKE. 


Failure to Receive the Winter Scale of 
Prices Assigned as the Reason 
for the Walkout. 


Failure to receive what is known as fhe 
winter scale of prices was assigned as the 
reason for a strike at the packing houses 
yesterday among the hog butchers. The 
men say this scale usually goes into effect 
on Nov. 1, but an agreement was made this 
year by which the summer scale should be in 
force until after the election. ‘ 

‘Early reports were that 6,000 men were 
involved and that the trouble was because a 
cut of 25 cents a day in wages had been 
made in place of the expected advance. 

Diligent inquiry, however, failed to con- 
firm the report of a cut or to show that any 
considerable number of men were involved. 
It was said that a few of the hog butchers 
employed by the Armour Packing company 
refused to go to work, but there was no 


general strike. It is thought the matter 
will be adjusted speedily.

The storm which brought snow to Chi- 
cago during the night and nearly all the day 
developed in the lake region, and moved 
eastward, involving all the lake cities and 
lashing the inland seas to dangerous fury. 
It went on to the Atlantic coast, and blew a 
fifty-two-milg gale before nightfall. 

Buffalo gotſthe worst of the wind, but Chi- 
cago caught the storm while it was still 
young, and robbed it of its fleecy mantle. 
Lake Michigan was a dangerous body of

water from midnight Wednesday until about . 


noon, but Huron, Erie, and Ontario suffered 
far more in comparison. Fortunately there 
was little shipping afloat, and the damage 
was less than might have been expected. 


Snow Comes as a Surprise. 


The snow, wes a disagreeable surprise for 
residents of Chicago. Many went to bed 
with windows open for ventilation and awak- 
ened to find snow piled upon the floor or any 
convenient article of furniture. 

The precipitation, in other words the down- 
pour of various forms of moisture, began 
about midnight with a most disagreeable 
rain, which increased in volume and grad- 
ually changed to sleet and snow. By morn- 
ing snow was falling in great soft fleecy 
lakes and the ground was soon completely 
enveloped in white. 

The snow banked against walls and win- 
dows and after sunrise slowly melted and 
ran down in rivulete. The mixture of rain 
wae sufficient to transform the mass into 
slush before traffic was resumed. Thesnow- 
fall continued until almost nightfall. 

As soon as the white blanket of snow was 
observed there was a general search for 
overshoes, storm slippers, and similar sup- 
posed protections against damp feet, and the 
shoe houses reaped a harvest. 


Mevement of the Mercury. 


It was at once apparent winter was at 
hand, and the citizen who always waits until 
Thanksgiving to put on winter wear in- 
wardly remarked there were exceptions to 
all rules. 

The minimum temperature was 31° and 
the maximum 34°. Today it may be in the 
neighborhood of 25°, according to Observer 
Garriott, but he does not think it will go 
lower than that. There is a blizzard out 
in the Northwest, and that will keep the 
thermometer in the freezing region several 
days, probably, but Prof. Garriott dées not 
think it will get as far east as Chicago. 

es, you may say winter is here,” was 
the way Prof. Garriott put it. It is a little 
early, of course, but then you need not be 
surprised at any kind of weather this year. 
We had twelve inches of snow om Nov. 26 
last year, and considering the fact there was 
a considerable snowfall in October this year 
it might be two feet deep here by Thanks- 
giving. 

„Tomorrow it will be more or less cloudy, 
but the Northwestern blizzard is not likely 
to reach here in any force. The snow today 


was confined to the immediate region of the | 


lakes. „There was none west of Chicago and 
none on the Atlantic coast. The storm is 
now central north of Lake Erie.“ 


Amount of Precipitation. 


The precipitation amounted to .& of an 
finch, of which 40 was snow. It was not 
sufficient to cause inconvenience to traf- 
fic, but pedestrians thought it could not 
have been worse. The wind here attained 
a maximum velocity of fifty-two miles an 
hour. 7 

Blizzard warnings were sent to Nebraska, 
Colorado, Montana, the Dakotas, Western 
Minnesota, and Western Iowa. 

All the local street car lines made prepara- 
tions during the forenoon to get out snow- 
plows, but the slushy character of the snow 
caused them to change their plans. 

The snow found the weak places in many 
roofs, among others that over the juvenile 


and women’s departments and the office at 


the jail. All kinds of pails and receptacles 
were placed to catch the dripping moist- 
ure and workmen were sent upon the roof 
to clear away the snow. The County Com- 
missioners will be urged to hasten the com- 
pletion of a new jail, so the old, leaky 
structure may be abandoned. 

Supt. Rhode made a requisition on the 
Civil Service Commission for 100 laborers 
to, be held in reserve for snow work. Sev- 
enteen of them were set to work yesterday 
sweeping snow from down-town crossings. 


Storm on the Great Lakes. 


The storm on Lake Michigan yesterday 
was a serious hindrance to navigation, the 
blinding snow and heavy wind making it 
extremely hazardous for vessels that were 
out. Boats that arrived during the day were 
covered with sleet and snow, and so closely 
did it stick that handling rigging and sails 
was almost impossible. The wind blew a gale 
all day and a heavy sea was running. 

The direction of the wind was such that 
It helped along many of the sailing vessels 
bound for Chicago and a large number of 
lumber-laden schooners arrived during the 
day. Tugs in the harbor were kept busy 
handling them, and all bore evidenceof hav- 
ing encountered extremely bad weather. 
Only a few of the larger steamers ventured 
out in the face of the gale. No sailing vessels 
left during the day. ) 

At the life-saving stations a sharp lookout 
was kept for vessels in distress and in need 
of assistance. The beach was patrolled by 
men from the different stations from Evans- 
ton to South Chicago. 

About thirty schooners arrived during the 
day, and many of them were taken in tow by 
the tugs as far north as Milwaukee. Re- 
ports from all over the lakes showed that 
many boats were in shelter and very few, 
even of the larger ones, were venturing out. 
Almost every harbor of refug was filled 
with vessels at anchor. 


Northeaster on Lake Superior. 


Lake Superior reported a northeaster, 
which had prevailed for nearly forty-eight 
hours. Navigation in St. Mary’s River 
ceased yesterday afternoon, and no boats 
were locked through at Sault Ste. Marie 
after 8 o’clock in the afternoon. The snow 
and fog made the feat of running the river 
almost impossible, and the southwest gale 
on Lake Huron prevented anything except 
the largest and stafichest steel boats leav- 
ing the Detour passage. 

The ports of shelter along the shore of 
Lake Huron were well filled with boats last 
night. 

The southwester on Lake Erie put an em- 
bargo on all the ports except Toledo. The 


‘wind was so strong the water in Detroit 


River was lowered three feet by the volume 
of the lake being forced toward the Niagara 
River, and the water in Buffalo harbor went 
up a foot in consequence. Navigation in 
Detroit River was atastandstill. The shoal 
water made it unsafe for deeply laden steam- 
ers to move in the narrow channels, and 
rather than go aground they were tied to the 
docks for the night.

Commissioner of Public Works Downey 
yesterday canceled the contracts for street 
cleaning held by Schoendorf & Busse and 
Schafner & McDonald on the ground that 
they had refused to clear away snow from 
the streets, Corporation Counsel Beale 
holding the contracts called for the removal 
of snow. The contracts had until Dec. 31 
to run. 

Commisstoner Downey says he can save 
the city $40,000 by doing the work himself, 

In the future the work of cleaning the 
street crossings in tHe down-town district 
will be under the Street Department. Supt. 
Rhode of the Street and Alley Cleaning Bu- 
reau has supervised this work in the past. 
This morning a force of forty laborers will be

KILLED BY HER LOVER.

DERED BY CARL CARLSON. 


Jealousy, the Homicide Says, Prompts 
the Crime—He Confesses te the Pe- 
lice, bat Exhibits Little Emotion fu 


Telling of His Terrible Deed—The: 


Couple Were te Have Been Married 
Shortly-—Stery of the Tragedy Told 
by Witnesses. 


Mrs. Laura Belle Thornton was shot and 
‘killed by her flancé, Carl Carlson, at No. 
1830 Michigan avenue at 8:30 yesterday 
morning. 

Carison confessed thé crime when arrested 
and attempted to excuse it on the score of 
jealousy. He said he found in the woman’s 
possession a letter from another man which 
indicated to him that she was about to leave 
the city. 

This part of the story is doubted by the 
police and by the murdered woman's o' * 
friends. No such letter can be found. 
son says he destroyed it. 7 


Mrs. Thornton was an expert milliner and 


made a good living. Her maiden name was 
Her relatives live in Logansport, 
Ind. Her father, Jacob Keiser, is a Post- 
master in a small town in Colorado. Her 
uncle, John Campbell, owns a store in Onar- 
ga, III. She was married in Logansport. 
Her husband died two years ago. 

Mrs. Thornton met Carison shortly after 
her husband’s death. He says they were to 
be married soon. According to her friends 


she was afraid of his temper and had ex- 


pressed a fear that he would not be a kind 
husband. 


Stery of the Homicide. 


There were no witnesses to the murder. 
Carlson went to Mrs. Thornton's room after

she had called him for breakfast. He ap- 
proached her from behind, and placing the 
revolyer to her ear fired two shots. She 
fell forward and was found dying a mo- 
ment later by Miss Julia Muirhard. 

Carlson stepped into the hall after firing 
the fatal shots and closed the door behind 
him. He met Miss Muirhard, who asked 
what was the trouble and where the shots 
came from. 

“I heard no shots and I don’t know of 
any trouble,” Carlson is reported to have 
said as he walked slowly down the stairs. 

Miss Muirhard pushed the door open, saw 
the woman dying on the floor, and screamed 
fcr help. Miss Cafferty, the landlady, and 
Miss Hall, a boarder, answered her cries. 
Miss Cafferty ran for a doctor and Miss 
Hall held the dying woman’s hands while 
the pulse fluttered and failed: When the 
doctor arrived the last spark of life weer} 
gone. 

The Cottage Grove Avenue Station pee | 
trol wagon happened to pass the house and 
the men in charge were notified. They re- 
ported the case to the Harrison Street Sta- 
tion. Mrs. Thornton’s remains were taken 
to the undertaking rooms at No. 11 Adams 
street and a dozen detectives were detailed 
to catch the murderer. 


Capture of the Murderer. 


After walking slowly out of the house and 
speaking pleasantly to those he met in the 
hall, Carlson boarded a Wabash avenue ca- 
ble car and rode down-town. He went to 
No. 167 East Madison street, where he had

formerly been employed as a bath-room at- 
tendant, and remarked to the man in charge: 

J have killed a woman.” No one took 
the remark seriously. 

Carlson threw himself on a sofa and ap- 
parently slept until Detectives Cummings 
and De Leale arrived and placed him under 
arrest. He was still cool and apparently 
careless of his fate when taken before Capt. 
Koch at the Harrison Street Station. 

After some questions were asked he be- 
came a little more nervous and twirled his 
hat in his fingers as he answered in dis- 
jointed sentences. Then he showed emotion 
and sobbed a little. He was given time to 
regain his composure, and then he said: 

“She was a dear, good girl, and I loved 
her with all my heart. I was jealous and 1 
shot her. We were engaged to be mar- 
ried. I found a letter from a man in Clinton, 
Mo., on her dresser last night. He wanted 
her to go down South and marry him, so I 
killed her. I am 24 years old and she was 
about the same age. She has lived at No. 
1330 Michigan avenue two months and I 
went there last Saturday. I have been in 
America four years and have no relatives 
here.“ 

Tells Story to Police. 


Carlson told what he knew of the dead 
woman's relatives, but did not attempt te 
blame her or excuse himself except on the 
plea of jealousy. He was taken to the Cen- 
tral Station and questioned further by Chief 
Badenoch. 

The house where the tragedy took place 
belongs to the better class of private board- 
ing-houses. The room occupied by the mur- 
dered woman is a second floor alcove facing 
Michigan avenue. It is tastily furnished 
and has an air of homelike ease and com- 
fort. Many articles of fancy work give ev- 
idence of her skill with the needle. 

Carlson's room is the third floor hall bed- 
room. He has been out of work for two 
months, and, it is said, the woman he killed 
shared her earnings with him while he was 
looking for work. He was to have gone to 
work yesterday at the Great Northern Hotel. 

Among the other boarders it.was reported 
the couple had frequent quarrels, The wom- 
an was of a Cheerful temperament and gener- 
ous almost to a fault. Carlson is said to be 
sullen and not the kind of man to attract 
many friends. 

Yesterday morning Mrs. Thornton knocked 
at Carlson's door to wake him. She told 
one of the boarders whom she met in the 
hall that he must have overslept, as he had 
not been to breakfast. Carlson opened the 
door. No one saw or heard all that followed 
but Miss Maud Hall, who occupied the next 
room, said she heard Mrs. Thornton cry out 
as if in pain. She looked out in time to see 
that Carison had shut the door on the wom- 
an’s wrist, severely bruisingit. Mrs. Thorn- 
ton tried to excuse Carison by saying it was 
accidental. 

Mrs. Thornton returned to her room and 
a few minutes later Carison followed her 
there and shot her.

A feature of the interest that centers 
around this coming marriage exists in the 
fact that the new Mrs. Winston will become 
mistress of a household where she will find 
children of her husband’s by a former wife 
who are scarcely younger than she. 

It is to be a wedding of December and 
May. If the stories that are told are true, 
the old family residence of the Winstons at 
Pine and Superior streets is to become the 
scene of a series of entertainments during 
the coming season that will thoroughly in- 
troduce the General’s new wife to Chicago. 

The elder of Gen. Winston’s daughters, 
Mrs. Lillie Grover, who has been at the head 
of her father’s house since the death of her 
mother, will surrender the keys to the new 
Mrs. Winston and will take a residence of 
her own.

The 
Patrie puts the point very neatly when it 
says: This explains itself, for an Orange 
man has no other ambition than to live and 
die British.” To the attacks of the Citizen 
la Patrie gives a spirited reply, in which it 
draws a contrast between the loyalty of a 
certain class of Canadians to England and 
the absence of loyalty to Canada. The 
Evendment of Quebec also takes a hand in 
support of the Patrie, which hitherto has 
borne the brunt of the fight. The United 
Empire Loyalists are evidently determined 
to play their part on the Canadian stage 
with all the effect at their command, and 
have adopted a very pretty badge,” so 
the report of their meeting last week says. 
It is emblematic of Great Britain, the thir- 
teen original British colonies and Canada; 
it has been duly registered, which is an im- 
‘portant fact, and is befhg worn by a majority 
of the members.

INITIAL QUOTATIONS. 


All Securities Are in Demand at Fair 
Prices—No Brokers Are Closed Out 
Under the Rule—Yerkes Stocks Show 


Decided Gains—Advance of Ten 


Points in North Chicage and West 
‘“Chicago—Outstanding Trades Are 
All Settled, According to Rumor. 


The Chicago Stock Exchange opened at 
10 o’clock yesterday morning and during 
the day there was a considerable amount of 
trading done with advancing quotations in 
every stock with one exception, There was 
no excitement attending the opening and 
no brok were closed oul under the rule. 
The ofdinary spectator would never bave 
known the/exchange had opened after hav 
ing been <losed three months and two days 
It was 4s though the exchange had closed 
the night before and in the regular order of 
business had opened the doors at 10 o’clock. 

There was a wide disparity in the prices 
of some stocks yesterday and the closing 
quotations on Aug. 3, the last day the ex- 
change was open. On the last day’s trad- 
ing on the exchange previous to yesterday 
Diamond Match opened and closed at 222. 
Ihe lowest quotation on the stock that day 
was 221 and the highest 2224. Since the 
closing of the exchange there has been one 
sale made of Diatnond Match at par. Yes- 


terday the initial quotation was 130. At 


that price there were sales of 830 shares 
during the morning and in the afternoon 


‘there were sales of 213 shares at 130 and 


one sale of 35 shares at 130%. New York 
Biscuit sold on the last day the exchange 
was open at 92 at both the opening and the 
closing. There was one sale of 500 shares, 
buyer 38 at 90, and the stock sold in the ac- 
count at 914% and at92%. Yesterday the first 
quotation made on the stock was 58%. It 
went up to 58%, sold off to 57%, and sold 
up again to 58. In the afternoon it sold off 
to 56% and closed at 57. 


Interest in Yerkes Stocks. 


The first trading done was in Strawboard. 
This was the first stock called by Chairman 
Wilkins and there were two sales of W 
shares each at 45%, as compared with a 
closing price of 20% on Aug. 3. The great- 
est interest was taken in the Yerkes stocks. 
When the exchange closed in August the 
last quotation on West Chicago was 102% 
and on North Chicago 232. The fact that 
Mr. Yerkes had bought in the neighborhood 
of $3,500,000 in these securities to be deliv- 
ered in the August account and that it is re- 
ported a portion of these trades had not 
been settled made the course of the market 
for the two securities one of interest to all 
concerned. North Chicago was called first 
and bids of 203 were made without bringing 
out any stock. When West Chicago was 
called there was lively bidding from the 
start. Eighty-four cash was bid and there 
were sales of 100 shares at this price. Itad- 
vanced to 86, to 87, and to 87, selling next 
at 91 cash. It continued strong during the 
entire day, selling cash, ex-dividend, as 
high as 91%. The dividend, notice of which 
was read at the opening of the exchange 
yesterday, was 1% per cent, which, with the 
quotation made ex-dividend, equals 93, or 
an advance of 10 points from the quotations 
of the day before. North Chicago was 
equally strong. It sold at 210, as compared 
with prices of 200 during the two or three 
days preceding yesterday. ; 

Aside from the interest in the quotations 
made on stocks the principal feature of the 
day was the fear shown that when 1:30 
o’clock came there would be some stock 
sold out under the rule. Some of the bro- 
kerage firms which have bought stock for the

exchange. It was said to be the intention 
of Mr. Yerkes to put the prices of these se- 
curities up to somewhere near the quota- 
tions which ruled at the time of the closing 
of the exchange. There was considerable 
stock came out on the quotations yesterday. 
There were total sales of 758 shares of West 
Chicago and 100 shares ot North Chicago. 

Lake Street stock and Lake Street certifi- 
cates were both strong. The first sale of 
Lake Street was at 19% regular, and’ it ad- 
vanced to 20 on the opening sales. There 
was a sale of 50 shares between calls of Lake 
Street stock at 20%.

‘NANCE OF SWITCHING CHARGES, — 


Contention for the Right to Increase 


Live Stock Tariffs Is Now Settled 


for All Time—Result Arises from a 
Contest Which Chicage Terminal 
Lines Have Conducted for Several 
Years—Fight Originates in Judge 


Grosscup’s Court. : 
— — 


Railroad officials of the Chicago te | 
roads were in high glee yesterday over the 
decision of the United States Supreme Court 
that the railroad companies shipping live 
stock into Chicago have a right to collect $2 
per car for switching charges in addition to 
the freight rates. 

This matter has been a bone of contention 
between the Chicago terminal roads and the 
shippers of live stock for several years past 
and a great amount of money has been spent 
in litigation. 

W. F. Keenan, a prominent Chicago live 
stock shipper, instituted proceedings ber 
fore Judge Grosscup about two years 
ago before the Santa Fé railroad, 
which was then in the hands of receivers, 
and the court decided the company had no 
right to make the charge. An appeal was 
then taken to the United States Court of Ap- 
peals, which reversed Judge Grosscup’s de- 
cision. Mr. Keenan, on behalf of the Chi- 
cago Live Stock Exchange, took an appeal 
to the United’ States Supreme Court, which 
now sustains the decision of the lower court 
and ends all further litigation. | 

The State courts have also decided the 
case, some in favor of the roads and others 
against them, and the Supreme Court of 
Illinois finally upheld the railroads. Then 
the Railroad and Warehouse Commissioners 
were appealed to by the live stock shippers 
and decided that the roads had no right to 
make the charge. The ratlroads, however, 
ignored the order of the commission on the 


ground that it had no authority to regulate 
inter-State traffic. : 

It was expected the Railroad and Ware- 
house Commissioners would . bring’ suit 
against the railroads to enforce their order, 
but in view of the decision of the United 
States Supreme Court probably no further 
action will be taken in the matter. 


FREIGHT TARIFFS MAKE TROUBLE. 


Milwaukee Lines Protest Against Grain 
Rates from the Northwest. 
Serious misunderstanding has _ arisen 
among the Western Freight Association 
lines regarding the advance in grain rates 
from Iowa, Dakota, and Minnesota points. 
The Chicago, Milwaukee and St. Paul has 
entered a protest against the basis of rates 
used in formulating the new tariffs, which 
became effective Nov. 2. The company 
claims the understanding was that the traf- 
fic officers were, in accordance with agree- 
ment made by the Presidents, to restore, as 
nearly as practicable, the conditions as to 
rates which became operative late in Octo- 
ber, 1895. : ) 


The recent restoration did not reinstate the 
aforesaid edjustment of grain rates, but on 
the contrary, the complainant claims that 
it increased the differences between the rates 
to Minneapolis and Duluth, compared with 
those which previously prevailed to Milwau- 
kee and Chicago, from common territory in 
Northern Iowa and Southern Minnesota and 
dependent territory. 

Rather than defeat an advance in rates 
Nov. 2 by insisting upon the same relative 
differences which existed one year ago, the 
Milwaukee lines, at the recent mee 
traffic officers, consented to check in rates 
on the best terms then obtainable, but that

of the Hill amendment, its introduction, * 
its rejections by the convention, as well as 
the motive which prompted its conception.

Having for many years past in the State 
of Iowa taken an active interest in trying 
to uphold the principles of that party upon 
the stump, through the press, and to a 
limited extent in the local legislative coun- 
eils, 1 feel like expressing a few thoughts 
at this critical time in the way of displaying 
a danger signal and making what seems 
to me a feasible and practical suggestion. 
Silver Men Open to Reason. 


Reason is recognized as a great lever in 
shaping the course of individuals as well as 
governments, but I am told by many that 

the silver men will not stop at this time to 
reason upon the great financial question, 
but have made up their minds to act regard- 
less of consequences. This statement I am 
loath to believe, because not later than yes- 
terday I found many silver-inclined dele- 
gates only too willing to receive, as well as 
give, reasons on this all-important sub ect. 

This being true, I venture to submit a

of this act (the contemplated law)shall not

„Without this the creditor might other 
wise be compelled to accept from the debtor, 
aw a legal tender, a depreciated currency

This, in substance, or a similar provision, 
will allay all fear of the outcome as affecting 
those who have not had the keen foresight

and its continued policy to uphold a stable 
and sound currency. 

With this saving clause should depre- 
clated currency come as a legal tender it 
will place those who had faith in the gov- 
ernment’s sound money policy on the same 
footing with those shrewd, wealthy, and 
wily money loaners who took no chances, 
but. insisted that the bond be made payable 
in gold instead of “lawful money of the 
United States,” which course also had a 
great tendency to. bring about our present 
uncomfortable, and, I might say, deplorable 
condition of unrest and want of confidence. 


Proteet the Small Creditors. 


Such a saving clause the silver majority 
in the convention can well afford to consent 
to, as they have all to gain and nothing to 
lose by so doing, if their theory ultimately 
proves to be the best one, which we re- 
spectfully submit we do not believe. 

After the passage of the law, if it ever 
passes, the people may then make their con- 
tracts under its provisions and it will be 
well; but let me, in conclusion, respectfully 
beg of the majority not to take the fatal step 
toward free coinage of silver at a fixed ratio 
without, at the same time, protecting the 
hundreds of thousands of small creditors 
that have loaned out their savings of a life- 
time, depending upon the honor of the Na- 
tion to protect and respect their contracts 
and to do nothing which would com them 


to take less in value than they originally 


ve, 

It the change must come let the masses 
of the people who have small holdings be at 
8 upon the same footing as the 
80 ed goldbugs,“ who made their paper 
payable in gold. This position, to my mind, 
reasonable and just and will command 
the respect of hundreds of thousands who 
would otherwise desert the ranks of De- 
mocracy, if Democracy’ means free silver 
with a depreciated currency, without regard 
to consequences as affecting those who 
‘made their contracts with an abiding faith 
in the perpetuity of our national honesty. 

It the change must come let it come 
gradually and with due regard to existing 
conditions, and by this course will the party 
continue to have the confidence of the peo- 
ple; otherwise it should and will forfeit that 
confidence.

How It Was Rejected. 


At the hour of 2 o’clock on that morn- 
ing.“ continued Mr. Russell, I wrote the 
amendment and gave it to Senator Hill, with 
the request that he offer it to the convention 
that day, which he did. He had been se- 
lected by the National committee as the 
Temporary Chairman of the convention, and 
for this reason I believed he would have 
some influence with that convention in bring- 
ing about a wise course of conservative 
procedure. He was not allowed, however, 
te act as Chairman, because that would be 
in accordance with the precedents of former 
Democratic conventions and in accord with 
Democratic principles. He did, however, 
offer the amendment, and Mr. Bryan op- 
posed it in the following words: ‘ The gen- 
tleman from New York says that he will 
propose an amendment, providing that his 
change in our law shall not affect contracts 
already made.

SLATE FOR THE CABINET. 


SUGGESTIONS CALCULATED TO MAKE 
M’KINLEY’S WORK EASY. ~— 


Available Men Brought Forward for 
Heads of the Government Depart- 
ments—Speaker Reed, Ex-President 
Harrison, John Sherman, and 
Mark A. Hanna Mentioned as Pos- 
sibilities—Davis, Merriam, Allison, 
and Alger Presented. 


Washington, D. C., Nov. 5.—[{Special.}— 
Slatermnakers are at work here tram · 
ing a Cabinet for President-elect McKinley, 
and the names mentioned range from 
Speaker Reed for Secretary of, State down 
to John C. Cowan of Nebraska for Attor- 
ney-General. ¢ 

It has been suggested that Mr. McKinley 
might follow precedents and tender the 
portfolio of the State Department to Speak- 
er Reed, inasmuch as the latter was the 
néarest competitor for the nomination at 
St. Louis. On the other hand, however, it 
is believed a reé#lection to the Speakership 
of the Fifty-fifth Congress would be more 


acceptable to the big man from Maine than | 


the post of premier of the new administra- 
tion. 

Next in line with Speaker Reed, accord- 
ing to the Cabinet fixers, stands Henry 
Cabot Lodge, who would make an ideal 
Secretary of State. Such an appointment 
would be popular in the Bast, and New 
England in particular, owing to the vigor- 
ous Americanism of the present associate 
of Senator Hoar from Massachusetts. 

Three other names are also mentioned in 
connection with the Department of State-- 
Senators Allison of Iowa, Davis of Minne- 
scta, and Sherman of Ohio having support- 
ers for this position at the head of the diplo- 
matic branch of the government. Senator 
Sherman is also named in connection with 
the Treasury portfolio, 

Another aspirant for this place is Repre- 
wentative Dingley of Maine, Chairman of 
the Ways and Means committee of the pres- 
ent House. He is said to be one of the best 
informed men in the United States on finan- 
cial and tariff questions. When Mr. Me- 
Kinley occupied the position now held by 
Chairman Dingley the Maine Congressman 
was of invaluable assistance in framing the 
McKinley tariff law. 

Senator Proctor of Vermont is mentioned 
for a return to the War Department, where 
he was Secretary under President Harri- 
son, but in the same connection the name of 
Gen. Alger of Michigan is also suggested. 
Representative Henderson of Iowa and ex- 
Senator Manderson of Nebraska have also 
come to the front as being among the possi- 
bilities for Secretary of War. 

Representative Boutelle of Maine, now 
Chairman of the House Committee on Naval 
Affairs, is being urged as the successor of 
Secretary Herbert in the Navy Department 
and his friends say Mr. McKinley could not 
find a man for this place better posted than 
the Maine Congressman. 

In making up the Cabinet the West is 
not being disregarded and a very popular 
name for Postmaster-General is that of 
Representative Babcock of Wisconsin, 
Chairman of the Republican Congressiona] 
committee. There is some talk, too, of 
Mark Hanna for this portfolio, as well as 
hi. Clay Evans of Tennessee, who was de- 
feated in his Vice-Presidential aspirations 
by Mr. Hobart. Ex-Governor William R. 
Merriam of Minnesota and ex-Congressman 
La Follette of Wisconsin are well thought of 
for the Secretaryship of the Interior De- 
partment. 

It is frequently urged that a graceful act 
of courtesy would be to tender the post of 
Secretary of State to ex-President Harrison, 
but it is considered doubtful whether he 
would accept. C. W. Fairbanks of Indiana, 
who would like to succeed Senator Voor- 
hees, is also named as a Cabinet Minister in 
embryo. 

For Attorney-General the names of Judges 
McKenna and McComas of California an! 
Maryland respectively are most frequently 
heard, and Capt. J. C. Cowan of Omaha is 
considered among those entitled to be heard 
on this subject. New York would like to 
have the Secretaryship of the Treasury and 
Cornelius N. Bliss and T. C. Platt are favor- 
ites for this position. Senator Quay of 
Pennsylvania is also named in connection 
with the Navy Department. 

It is believed Secretary Morton will be 
succeeded in the Agricultural Department 
by a Western man and Goy. Morrill of Kan- 
sas is prominently mentioned for this place. 

Cleveland, O., Nov. 5.—An evening paper 
says: 
Andrew Squire of the law firm of Squire, 
Sanders & Dempsey of this city is to be 
Attorney-General in McKinley’s Cabinet. 
The authority is a gentleman who is an in- 
timate friend of Mr. McKinley, Col. Myron 
T. Herrick, and Mr. Marcus Hanna. This 
gentleman said today: 

Jam credibly informed that Ohlo is to 
have one representative in Mr. McKinley’s 
Cabinet. The chair is to be the Attorney- 
General’s, and Andrew Squire is to fill it.” 

When Mr. Squire was seen he stated that 
the subject had never been mentioned be- 
tween Mr. McKinley and himself, and that 
he did not believe the place would be tend- 
ered him. 


WHY OFFICIALS ARE DISMISSED. 
Offensive Partisanship Not Alone Re- 


sponsible for Their Removal. | 
Washington, D. C., Nov. 5.—The Treasury 


officials decline to make public their reasons 


for the dismissal of Messrs. Fleming, Doyle, 
Ryan, Adams, and Brantly. All of them 
took an active part in the campaign in ad- 
vocating the election of Mr. Bryan, but 
there is reason for the belief that this fact 
alone was not responsible for their leaving 
the service. It is stated that the dismissal 
of one or more of them was under discussion 
several months ago for reasons entirely 
apart from politics, and that the action just 
taken was regarded by the Secretary as for 
the good of the service. It is also stated 
that the Secretary has no intention of re- 
moving clerks simply because of their free 
silver views or because they voted for Mr. 
Bryan. These are rights which Mr. Carlisle 
fully respects, but he insists that when the 
clerks carry their political activity to the 
point of going on the stump and openly iden- 
tifying themselves with others who vicious- 
ly condemn the 2 acts of the President 
and himself it is cause for removal. There 
have been rumors to the effect that Assist- 
ant Secretary of War Doe was included 
in the list of offensive partisans, but it is
